NEWS FROM THE HIGH COUNCIL 

Fellow warriors and crew of the IKV Black Demon,

Many of you may have received a message indicating that House Klag (one of the founding Houses of The Empire) 
was leaving the club it built. If you did not receive this message, please contact me and I will send you a copy. 

A couple of months ago, you may recall that we had a member break off the Chancellor’s house and formed a new 
branch. This caused problems with the High Council because we had no prodical to handle this. The Chancellor 
requested that a few task forces be created to work on a solution to fix this problem. After months of discussion and 
debate, the chancellor refused to put any of the solutions up for vote. It was obvious that he didn’t want a resolution on 
the conflict due to his personal involvement with the former house member. More proposals were brought up such as 
term limits for the Chancellor.
